DAILY TRADE TALK. 


State Banking Head Discloses Figures Which Startle 
in Their Magnitude; Story of a Miracle Y ear. 


Jonathan 8. Dodge, of Banks of California, yesterday 
submitted his first report to v. Stephens. The period covered in the 
document is from July 1, 1920, to October 31, 1921, and discloses startling 
and vital facta of primary importance to the agricultural, industrial, 
financial and banking groups of the State. 

“California is economically sound and tis banks are safe,” says Mr. 
Dodge. “The State had passed successfully through the crisis of deflation 
and its banks, having met the enormous credit strain of the period, are 
distributing new credit upon which is being built new prosperity. Our 
wonderfally yaried wealth of the fields and farms and orchards, of the 
mines and industries and manufactures, of domestic and foreign trade, ts 
upon a firmer and sounder foundation than since the beginning of the 
World War. 

“We are richer than when the war ended. We are free from the 
We are going forward clearly to a realiza- 


financial and economic readjustment, but of normal, rapid development, 
tremendous physical advantages. Our producing and distributing com- 
manities are entiled to the full confidence of our banks and our banks 


ing activities and a reduction in 

ying power, together with a cred- 
it liquidation and a demoralization 
in exchange rates. All of these in- 
fluenced the State and as the year 
closed we exhibited a material in- 
crease in our banking assets, a more 
normal activity in our varied pur- 
Suits and a realization that we are 
again on a firm economic founda- 
tion. The period begins a new busi- 
ness career for California, a career 
with lessened costs and larger pre- 
duction, a decline in the cost of liv- 
ing a return to normal consump- 
tion and empl ent and a re- 
establishment of trade and industry 
upon a new plane. 

“We have reached this enviable 
position after the most eventful and 
remarkable year in our economic 
history. It has been 3 of 
strange vicissitudes, but a yar of 
very marked stabilization in all our 
activities. Our banks have passed 
through a fire that has taught them 
the value of sound policies. They 
have a better vision of our financial! 
needs. The markets of the world 
demand the products that we have 
to sell; our State is neither over- 
built ror overextended in any of 


its basic activities; we are as sound 
financially, industrially and  ec- 
onomically as any State in the 


union. We are recovering from in- 
flation, extravagance and unsound 
economics. We have reached the 
final stage in readjustment. 

We have the intelligent co- 
operation of our banks, a reliance 
upon each other and through the 
Federal Reserve system a wonder- 
ful reserve source of strength. 
Credit is being given freely to solv- 
ent business enterprises. 

ECONOMIC GATES AJAR. 

“We stand at the nn of a 
new economic Ute. he district 
Federal Reserve Bank has proved 
itself to be a shock absorber for 
the banks of the State. We have 
graduaily and surely been chang- 
ing from a period of unsettied rela- 
tive values to a period of real val- 
ues; from témporary, distorted con- 
ditions to intrinsic facts in our ec~- 
onomic life. The story of the year 
is that we have been wil te re- 
ceive a fair recompense or the 
economic service we render. The 
artificial expansion that was due to 
the war is disappearing and norma!

“We supply many of the neces- 
sary needs of the world. We recog- 
nize clearly what we must do; we | 
know that we need a readjustme at 
of our agricultural situation because 
of a lack of a present market and 
deciining foreign markets.

The 
mobilization of gold in the Federal 
Reserve Bank of San Francisco pre- 
vents its vicious use in the hands of 
hundreds of banks creating an in- 
fation of unwise credit. Gold is 
now used to manufacture credit 
and when credit is not needed gold 
is not used. The rediscount privi- 
lege of the Federal Reserve Bank 
is the lever that turns on or shuts 
off the credit of the banks of Call- 
fornia. It is an insurance that be- 
fore now we neither understood 
nor enjoyed. 

CALIFORNIA COMES BACK. 

“California was among the last of 
the States of the American union to 
feel the depressing influence of de- 
flation and it is among the first to 
sense the new and normal correla- 
tion of production and distribution. 
During the year all of our large 
cities enjoyed a good retail trade. 
A feeling of confidence came to us 
after the close of the fiscal year 
under discussion. Increased produc- 
tion and industrial energy, widely 
exercised, resulted in an increase 
In employment: a remarkable de- 
velopment in seasénal activities, in 
road construction, in reclamation 
work, in power and irrigation 
products, in improvements in all of 
our chief industries, demonstrated 
to us and particularly to our banks, 
that we are again on the high road 
of sane development.

Stock Market Reflects Pesplexity of Professional 


Speculators and 


Nothing Else.

Prince Tokugawa is, without doubt, sin- 
cere in stating that Japan does not want 
war with the United States. 


with anybody. 

At the same time, it would be folly for 
us to underrate Nippon as a possible and 
formidable foe. 

Roughly speaking, Japan has a navy about 
half the size of ours, but our superiority is 
heavily offset by strategic conditions which 
favor her. 

According to the figures of Hector Bywa- 
ter, the English naval critic, Japan has now 
the most powerful ship of war in the world 
the Nagato—which is 1200 tons heavier 
and three knots faster than our finest war- 
ship, the Maryland. The Mutsu, the sister 
ship of the Nagato, is almost ready for sea. 

The Nagato displaces 38,800 tons. Next 
year the Japanese will add the Kaga and 
Tosa, displacing 40,000 tons, with twelve 
sizteen-inch guns. 

Before the end of 1924 she is to have the 
fast battle cruisers, Amagi, Agagi, Atago 
and Takao, of the same size and armament 
of six battle cruisers we are building. 

Her Eight-Eight program contemplates 
the building of fifteen more dreadnaughts, 
five of which are under construction. 

The United States has approximately 
twenty dreadnaughts as against Japan's ten, 
and fifteen capital ships are building. 

We have heavy superiority in destroyers 
and flying boats. Mr. Bywater points out 
that whereas we have 154 submarines as 
against forty-five Japanese subs, the latter 
nation is at work on a vast submarine pro- 
gram wich contemplates the building of 
150 undersea boats, each with a cruising 
radius of 11,000 knots. Only sixty-three of 
our undersea boats are officially classed as 
sea-going, the remainder being designed for 
coast defense; hence useless in a Japanese 
war. 

Mr. Bywater also seems to think we are 
lacking in swift scout cruisers. 

In other words, while the Japanese navy 
is pronouncedly inferior in apparent 
strength, they have built their ships with 
the definite purpose of a war with the Unit 
ed States. We have built with only genera! 
utility in mind. 

The Japanese, of course, in facing the 
possibility of a naval war with the United 
States, are buoyed up by the memory of 
the Battle of Tsushima Straits, when they 
destroyed the Russian navy, which had 
sailed from the Baltic to give them combat 
—as we would have to make the long voy- 
age from this coast. ' 

“The Japanese themselves,” says Mr. By- 
water in the Atlantic Monthly, “have never 
disguised their confidence in the impregna- 
bility of their position vis-a-vis the United 
States. 

“Japan having seized the Philippines (ac 
cording to their predictions) would revert 
to the defensive and calmly await develop- 
ments. 

“If her opponent (the United States) so 
far flouted the rudiments of strategy as to 
dispatch a feet to the war sone, relying on 
a 5000-mile line of communication with Ha- 
wali, the Japanese would resort to a war of 
ettrition by means of submarines and mine 
layers working from numerous bases in the 
South Sea Islands and off the coast of 
Japan. 

“Then, when at length the American fleet, 
harassed and weakened by incessant sub- 
marine attacks and with its stock of fuel 
reduced to a low ebb, proposed to return 
home, the Japanese battle fleet in full 
strength would sally forth at the psycho 
logical moment and repeat the triumph of 
Teushima on a magnificent scale.” 

In the event of war, however, the 
Japanese might discover. as did the Ger- 
mans, that it is usually the unexpected 
which happens in war. 

In the long run it would seem that the 
United States would be bound to win a war 
against a country as limited in resources 
as Japan. 

A consideration of the physical facts, how- 
ever, indicates that we have a very practical 
reason for doing all in our power to smooth 
out the difficulties between the two coun- 
tries. 

In some quarters there seems to be a dis- 
position to regard such a possible war as 
a slight fracas with an obstreperous child. 
The facts stated above seem to indicate 
that it would be a jong and terrible strug- 


gle. 


AN ART CENTER. 

Those of the city who stand for civic 
beauty are talking of a “Chamber of Cul- 
ture” which shall parallel the Chamber of 
Commerce in size and efficiency, but in the 
place of commerce shall express al! the 
arts, fine, applied and industrial. Westlake 


Park environment would be an ideal cen- 


ter for a group of buildings to house these 
arts, buildings which in themselves would 
express the art of architecture. 

Already the Otis Art on Wil 
shire boulevard, from whose grassy lawns 
may be seen the scintillant blue of the lake 
shining through the trees, is a fine begin- 
ning of such a group. There, too, on the 
west side of the park the California Art 
Ciub has its home with the ardent hope of 
making it permanent. The Los Angeles 
Bbell Club, numbering over 2000 of the 
leading clubwomen of the State, as well as 
members who have won distinction in all 
the arts, a club long known as a leading 
patron of music, literature and painting, is 
seriously contemplating moving to such 3 
neighborhood as Westlake and there erect 
ing a clubhouse that shall be in itself an edu- 
cational and art center, a place where the 
devotees of beauty love to go. Next week 
this organization will take definite action 
in regard to moving and building. 

There is ample room at Westlake for 
other organizations The Catholic Wom- 
ans Club, another patron of the arts, is 
planning to bulld within a few months. 
The Philanthropy and Civics Club, essen- 
tially intgrested in drama because of the 
leadership of Lillian Burkhart Goldsmith, 
has a substantia! building fund. The Drama 
Leggue Center meets in a downtown build- 
ing, as do the MacDowell Art Club and the 
Ruskin Art.Club; but they need vitally an 
open space of attraction for the fostering 
of the arts they desire to express, a place 
of charm to invite distinguished visiting 
artists. 

The people of the southwestern part of 
the city who are interested in drama and 
the “Little Theater” movement have begun 
to talk seriously of a community playhouse. 
Where could there be a better place to 
build it than in the Westlake quadrangle? 

It captures the imagination and holds it, 
to think of the possibility of these altruistic 
organizations co-operating in such à cul- 


| qural center. One art reacts upon another, 


one is the handmaiden of the other. They 
magnify and ennoble one another. Art its 
the universal Esperanto of the world. In 
such a lovely location arts would converse 
with one another with clearer understand 
ing. There is just such a site as would 
meet the requirements for a public library 
as set forth by Orra Monnette of the Pub- 
lic Library Board: Rey of access, ap- 
proachable on four sides, on a level and 
centrally located.” 

Once Westlake may have been “far out.” 
Even when Gen. Harrison Gray Otis pre 
sented his home, “The Bivouac,” to the 
county of Los Angeles to be used for the 
advancement of art in the West the place 
was considered distant from the business 
center of the city. But today it is “close 
in.” Business bas moved out Seventh 
street at a rapid rate. Many oar lines on 
both Seventh and Sixth streets bring it 
within easy access. 

Westlake is indeed an ideal center for 
this proposed “Chamber of Culture,” a place 
that may some day have such fame as the 
Plaza of Venice and the Grand Canal along 
whose banks are the wonderful castles of 


art; or as the centers of art in Florence, in 


Paris or as the college campuses in our 
own American towns where stately and 
dignified buildings, devoted to education 
and art, have the setting of nature which 
they need for perfection. 


ORTH DAKOTA SOBER NOW. 

On the 28th ult. the people of North 
Dakota held an election. For the last four 
or five years the people of that State have 
been holding elections, but on the days 
they went to the polls the majority of them 
were on a big political spree, imbibing free 
ly and not wisely of the stuff that Arthur 
C. Townley was dispensing. Townley, it will 
be remembered, organized what he called a 
Nonpartisan League, the object of which 
was to put the State into the banking, ele- 
vator and other kinds of business. He him- 
self was a bankrupt, financially and men- 
tally, but that did mot keep him from bam- 
boozling the people into the idea that they 
were bankers and several other things, be 
sides being gullible and taxpayers. The 
spectacle was shameful, but it serves to 
press home the fact that a leader fs dan- 
gerous when he has a chaotic mind filled 
with distorted dreams. 


The result has been just what intelligent 
observers predicted—disillusionmenat and 
then repudiation. Townley proposed that 
the people, throagh the instrumentality of 
the State, go into private business, or rather 
engage in that business usually followed by 
the individual The State created banks. 
issued stocks, bonds and other forms of 
obligation. Money left the State. One 
bank after another went to the wall in suc- 
cession. Property values tumbled. Savings 
of a lifetime were swept away. The State 
and its political subdivisions issued bonds 
that were laughed at by investors. In fact, 
the State and its people became the laugh- 
ing stock of the Central West. Shame per- 
haps took possession of them and on the 
28th of October, through the efficiency of a 
Statewidé recall, the first time it has ever 
been tried in this country, they turned 
Townley and his league out into the street. 


Townley made strenuous efforts to get a 
foothold in. Nebraska, Minnesota, Kansas 
and Oklahoma and in the last two States 
he barely escaped what he so thoroughly 
merited. The Yank veterans of Kansas 
made it so hot for him he left between sun 
and sun. It will take years perhaps for 
North Dakota to recovér financially, but 
the lesson has left the people clearer-mind- 
en “normalcy” once more can do won- 


ANDERLIP’S BANK PLAN. 

Frank Vanderlip is a man of vast ex- 
perience in financial matters and his plan 
for the rehabilitation of Europe, through 
the instrumentality of a bank with a capital 
of $1,000,000,000, will command the atten- 
tion of thinkers throughout the world. The 
plan he proposes is to have one central 
bank and branches in every Important com- 
mercial center of Central Europe, the prin- 
cipal concern to be located perhaps in War- 
saw and to be governed by a committee 
the majority of whom shall be Americans. 

The idea is not a new one to Mr., Vander- 
lip. for, while present of the National City 
Bank of New York, the largest institution 
of its kind on this continent, he conceived 
the idea of subsidiaries scattered through- 
out the United States and in some impor- 
tant foreign countries. However, thie Mea, 
while being new in this country, has bean 
followed in England to some extent and on 
@ much broader scheme in Germany. Ths 
best example of the power of such a bank is 
that of the Deutsche Bank of Berlin, in many 
backbone of prewar Germany's 
f-relgn trade. 

These great central banking institutions 
are not strictly banks of issue and discount 
altogether; their business is economical as 
much as it is financial, and their infinence 
alone is of incalculable power in the devel- 
opment of trade and industrial] enterprises 
in various parts of the country. 

But the condition of Europe demands a 
medium of exchange that will be acceptable 
in all parts of the world at its face value, 
and until such a medium is found in that 
land it will of necessity be placed at the 
mercy of exchange fluctuations. There are 
tons upon tons of worthless paper money 
floating around over Europe, Russia and 
parts of Asia and the supply is being in- 
creased as rapidly as the printing presses 
can turn it out. In our own country there 
are men still living who remember the 
floods of Confederate bills that covered the 
South during the Civil War, absolutely 
worthless for any commercial purpose. That 
is the present condition of Europe. Some 
kind of money will have to take its place, 
and that kind must be acceptable primarily 
to American business men, for they in the 
end will have to furnish the essentials in 
the rehabilitation of Europe. Here we are 
pledged trrevocably to a gold standard and 
nothing else will be taken in the payment 
of bills; therefore, the bank to be estab- 
lished by Vanderlip would bave a capital 
paid up in gold. The plan is that of a 
trained business man and he will doubtless 
have the support of financiers throughout 
America and Europe. 

Work is the prescription to heal the ill- 
ness of Europe. But men will not work for 
paper just because it happens to have the 
name of a Lenin printed upon it; they want 
something that will be accepted in exchange 
for food and clothing. And gold is that 
something. The very moment the workers 
of Europe find they are to be paid in a 
money that will buy American meat, flour, 


| coffee, sugar and all the other requirements 


of life they will go back to the factories and 
the fields and production will be resumed 
and men and women will become economical 
assets instead of liabilities depending upon 
the charity of America for their daily dread. 
There has been entirely too much sob stuff 
written and spoken about the deplorable 
conditions existing in Europe; what that 
country needed in the beginning, as it needs 
now, is a dose of common sense and a re 
lease from political banditgy led by such 
men as Charles and Lenin Money and bust 
ness are not sentimentalists; they are cold- 
blooded and live on results shown by the 
mathematics of the balance sheets of banks 
and factories. Paper rubles and marks is- 
sued without a redemption fund of gold are 
forgeries upon the commerce of the world, 
the bogus checks of a crook. What incen- 
tive had men to go to work? They received 
nothing in return for their productive en- 
ergy and preferred to live on charity. 

The very fact that Americans are to be 
in control of the bank is sufficient to give 
it power and influence, not only in Poland 
but also in Germany, Russia, Austria and 
the lesser countries, and it will not be nec- 
essary for the producers of this country to 
extend cfedit covering months and years 
for their commodities; they will be paid in 
bills based upon gold and accepted by the 
international banks of this country without 
question.

THE WONDER CITY. 


[Editorial in San Jose Mercury-Her- 
ald.) 


A Kind friend has sent us a recent 
issue of the Los Angeles Times in 
which so many extraordinary things 
are stated that to quote them will 
not only be in order as a revelation 


of the southern city’s development, 
but as a feature of appealing interest 
to the people of this county. 

It will astonish some dubious in- 
dividuals to learn “that Los Angeles 
is growing faster than any American 
city has ever grown; that it leads 
the entire United States in the ex- 
tent of uninterrupted construction 
activities; that it has been surpassed 
this year oniy by New York Cl 
and Chicago in the number of 
ing permite and the valuation of the 
structures built. Detroit is fourth 
and Gan Francisco tenth. The total 
frontage of Los Angeles new build- 
ings, if placed side by side, would 
cover an area of 9.3 miles, or 120 
city blocks uptowa, or, in other 
words, 21,752,100 square feet.

The City Council yesterday, sit- 
ting as a committee of the whole, 
took first steps toward placing the 
city on record as willing to join with 
the county in building and jointly 
occupying the proposed new $2,250,- 
000 Hall of Justica, 

In this ten-story building, which 
is to be located on the site of the 
present County Jail and adjacent 
buildings, will be the County and 
City jails, the Sheriff's ‘office and 
city police headquarters, city police 
courts and county criminal courts. 

The city is to pay as its share of 
the cost of construction of the builld- 
ing annual rental for a period of 
twenty years, the amount to be paid 
each year being 6 per cent of the 
cost of constructing that portion of 
the Hall of Justice, estimated at 
three-tenths of the efitire building. 
to be occupied by the city criminal 
departments and jail. It is esti- 
mated that the city’s share of the 
construction cost will be $6756.008, 
making the annual rental $33.750.

Warrior, Once Happy Home 
for Mission to Seamen. 


The old tug Warrior, the first to 
see service at Los Angeles Harbor 
and for many years a landmark on 
the beach of Terminal Island, op- 


posite the Fifth-street landing, was 
burned yesterday afternoon by 4di- 
rection of the Board of Harbor 
Commissioners to get her out of the 
way of the men engaged in widening 
the main channel. 

Built in 1880, the Warrior plied 
in and out of the harbor, towing 
schooners that sailed between the 
local port and San Francisco.
